(a) Where the naturally occurring receiving soil downgradient of the leaching 
portions of a septic system is a porous sand and gravel material with a 
percolation rate faster than two (2) minutes per inch, the setback shall be 
at least 125 feet; 


(b) for naturally occurring receiving soils with restrictive layers within 18 
inches of the surface, the setback shall be at least 100 feet; and 


(c) for naturally occurring receiving soils with any other characteristics shall 
be at least 75 feet. 


The above setback requirements shall not apply to the maintenance or the in- 
kind replacement of leaching fields or septic tanks existing as of March 13, 
1990. 


Should the dimensions and characteristics of an existing lot of record as of 
March 13, 1990 be such that the setback cannot be provided, the Planning 
Board may, by the issuance of a Special Use Permit, grant an exception to this 
provision provided that the Planning Board finds that granting such an 
exception will not compromise the existing water quality of the adjacent 
watercourses and waterbodies and that the design of the leaching field or other 
sewage effluent treatment area will minimize water quality degradation. The 
Planning Board shall have the authority to place conditions upon any Permit 
issued in order to assure that the purpose of this provision is met. 
Furthermore, the Planning Board shall have the authority to promulgate 
procedures and establish necessary fees to cover the administration and 
technical review of applications.

Where existing, a natural woodland buffer shall be maintained within 150 feet of 
any waterbody or watercourse as indicated on the United States Department of 
Interior, 7.5 Minute Series (Topographic) Ossipee, Sanbornville, Tuftonboro, 
Wolfeboro and West Alton, New Hampshire - Carroll Co., Provisional Edition

The purpose of this buffer shall be to protect the quality of public waters by 
minimizing erosion, preventing siltation and turbidity, stabilizing soils, 
preventing excess nutrients and chemical pollution, maintaining natural water 
temperatures, maintaining a healthy tree canopy and understory, preserving 
fish and wildlife habitat, and respecting the overall natural condition of the 
shoreland. Restricttions are as follows: 


(a) No more than 50 percent of the basal area of trees as defined by RSA 
224:44a, and no more than 50 percent of the total number of saplings shall 
be removed for any purpose in a 20-year period. A healthy, well-distributed 
stand of trees, saplings, shrubs and ground covers and their living, 
undamaged root systems shall be left in place. 

(b) Trees, saplings, shrubs and ground covers which are removed to clear an 
opening for building construction, septic systems, driveways, pathways, 
and parking areas shall be excluded when computing the percentage 
limitations under paragraph (a). 

(c) Dead, diseased, unsafe, noxious or fallen trees, saplings, shrubs, or 
ground covers may be removed. Their removal shall not be used in 
computing the percentage limitations under paragraph (a). 

(d) Stumps and their root systems which are located within 50 feet of the 
waterbody or watercourse line shall be left intact in the ground. 


Dead and living trees that provide dens and nesting places for wildlife are 
encouraged to be preserved. 


Planting efforts that are beneficial to wildlife are encouraged to be undertaken. 


Timber cutting shall be performed using appropriate techniques to minimize 
disturbances and impact to the water resources. (Recommended by the

Such vehicles shall be 
permitted to park only in the spaces so identified and approved. 
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7.12 LANDSCAPING 
a. Onat least three sides of the perimeter of an outdoor parking lot there 
shall be planted at least one tree for every eight parking spaces 
abutting the perimeter; such trees shall be spaced so that some part 
of a parking space is not more than 30 feet from a tree. 


b. In the interior part of an outdoor parking lot where two rows of parking 
spaces contain a total of 10 or more parking spaces a landscaped 
open space not less than 6 feet in width shall be provided. The 
landscaped strip may be provided either: 

(1) between the rows of parking spaces parallel to the aisle or, 

(2) in two or more strips parallel to the spaces and extending from the 
aisle serving one row of spaces to the aisle serving the other row of 
spaces. 

There shall be planted in each such strip at least three trees and in all 
such strips not less than one tree for every eight parking spaces in 
the interior part of the parking lot. Trees shall be spaced so that some 
part of a parking space is not more than 30 feet from a tree. 

c. Trees required by this section shall be at least 2 inches in diameter at 
a height four feet above the ground at time of planting and shall be of 
a species characterized by suitability and hardiness for location in a 
parking lot. To the extent practical, existing trees shall be retained 
and used to satisfy this section. 


d. Commercial parking areas which are located adjacent to lots used for 
residential purposes shall be screened to a minimum height of 5 feet 
with appropriate landscaping materials so that parked cars and 
headlight glare are screened from abutting properties year round. 





7.13 PARKING ON SEPARATE LOTS OF RECORD - Parking for 
commercial or industrial uses may be provided on a separate lot of 
record provided that: 

1) All such parking spaces are within 500 feet of the entrance to the 
building which they serve, 

2) It is demonstrated that safe pedestrain access to the parking spaces is 
available; and 

3) The portion of the lot(s) on which off-site parking is provided shall be 
restricted from any other use until such time as the parking 
requirements being fulfilled are met in some other manner or are no 
longer needed. A notice indicating such a restriction shall be executed 
by the owner of record and recorded at the Registry of Deeds. 


7.14 SHARED PARKING - Where consistent with the objectives set forth in 
Section 7.1, the Planning Board may allow up to a fifty (50) percent 
reduction in the number of spaces or bays required individually for sites 
with multiple integrated uses which are singly owned and operated such 
as resorts, golf clubs, motels/hotel complexes, or camps.

Re : General Budget Information 

Date: February 7, 1992 - For Consideration on March 10, 1992 


The proposed municipal operating budget for 1992 is submitted to you for 
your consideration. This budget document covers the budget period January 1, 
1992 through December 31, 1992. The budgets detailed in this document by 
categories, departments, divisions, programs and line items estimate proposed 
expenditures totaling $9,580,752 ($152,022) above the 1991 operating approved 
budget. These figures represent a 1.6% increase in proposed expenditures over 
the 1991 appropriations. 

The overall increase ($152,022) is mostly attributable generally throughout 
the budget. However, some of the main impact is for wage increases for 
municipal employees as a result of contract obligations, along with the 
associated benefits, wage adjustments and other increases in supplies, - 
materials etc. Some other major impacts are Public Works Administration 
$18,000, Street Lighting $40,000 (under budgeted 1991), Public Works Garage - 
$13,000 (equipment), Solid Waste $60,000 (maintenance), Wastewater 
Treatment $57,000, (electric equipment & maintenance) Electric Department — 
$150,000 (Hazardous Waste Cleanup). Throughout the budget process there 
have been other increases due to general cost increase which were offset by 
decreased expenditures in other areas. Such as general government insurance, 
water distribution, debt service and others. 

THE PROPOSED OPERATING BUDGET TOTAL, AFTER REMOVING THE 
SELF SUPPORTING BUDGETS, (ELECTRIC, WATER & SEWER) REFLECTS AN » 
INCREASE OF $87,762 OR 2.2% OVER THE 1991 OPERATING BUDGET 
($4,026,137 for 1992 and $3,938,375 for 1991). Given the rate of inflation for 
1991 at 3%, our budget, adjusted for inflation, reflects a decrease of 
approximately 1% (.08). Last year we were successful in accomplishing a budget 
decrease of approximately 1% also. 

The budget also estimates proposed capital expenditures in all funds at 
$1,070,000. In 1991 the town appropriated a total of $1,734,000 in major projects” 
via warrant articles and operating budgets of the general and enterprise funds as 
follows:

After deducting the "self supporting” utilities budgets we show a net on Tax 
Rate of $480,000 or an increase in capital expenditures (reflected on the ta 
rate) of $164,000 from 1991. If approved all capital projects ($480,000 Capital - 
Budget) would reflect approximately $.67 on the tax rate; $300,000 Capita 
Budget general items = $.42 and $180,000 for land etc. = $.25. 
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REVENUES: 

Revenue projections for 1992 have been attached for your review and 
consideration and to allow proper application to the 1992 budget process. These 
projections can be found on the following pages. 


PROPERTY VALUATION: 

In 1990 the Town was revalued. This resulted in a new total assessed 
property valuation of $711,412,062 (100% + or -). We anticipated an increase in 
valuation for 1991 of about $5,000,000. In fact we experienced a decrease of 
almost $1,200,000 (-1.6%) to $710,226,365 due to adjustments and abatements 
of the 1990 revaluation along with the resulting appeals etc. 

In spite of this our total valuation continues to grow, not dramatically, but 
sufficient to continue to have a positive effect on our tax base. This growth along 
with the continued demands of the public is the driving force in attempting to 
stabilize our municipal cost. 

We are projecting a conservative property valuation increase of 
approximately $4,700,000. It is anticipated at this time that our current valuation 
of $710,226,365 will increase to $715,000,000 as of April 1, 1992. This figure will 
be used to estimate our 1992 tax rate throughout the budgetary process. This 
factor combined with the projected minor increase in spending will have a definite 
effect toward our goal of stabilizing the tax rate. 


DEBT SERVICE: 

The proposed 1992 budget of $314,550 for debt service reflects a net dollar 
decrease of $72,682 from that of 1991. Our debt service is maturing thus the 
reason for some of the decrease however, the greatest decrease is due to the 
fact of having to borrow less in Tax Anticipation Notes. This is a direct result of 
twice per year billing (1991 first year) and better use investments of idle funds. 

Another important fact regarding our debt service is that debt service 
appropriations having to do with enterprise funds were removed in the 1991 
budget from the general fund and are now budgeted in the appropriate area 
(Water/Sewer Funds). Any decrease that we see in future years will be due to 
declining interest cost as bond principal is reduced annually and the anticipated 
continued decrease in our needs to borrow. 


PERSONNEL: 

No new full-time personnel are being requested in the 1992 budget. As a 
result our full time complement of town employees remains at 70. The town's 
compliment of full time employees has not increased since before 1988. In fact 
we have experienced a decrease of one since 1989. Two full time positions that 
became vacant during 1990 remain vacant. We have budgeted for them for now. 
We will maintain these slots as vacant (electric lineman, P.W. equip. operator). 

One new part time position is proposed in the budget to address the needs of 
the assessing department. It should be noted that the new part time position in 
assessing will allow more accurate and quicker tracking of properties that have 
been upgraded, improved and built. This will improve our valuation and tax base 
and assist in our goal of equity in valuation. 


PERSONNEL BENEFITS AND WAGES: 
Pay adjustments for municipal employees have been decided and are 
proposed in this budget. Wages for contract employees have been adjusted by 
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$.50 per hour with other increased benefits (Blue Cross/Blue Shield, retirement, 
etc.) also being added. Non contract hourly employees wages have also been 
adjusted by $.50 per hour. Non contract exempt employees (salaried) have been 
proposed at an approximate 5% increase. Fringe benefits are similar to those in 
the 1991 budget however, a modification in the current health plan is being 
considered which may change health benefits and reduce health insurance 
premium costs allowing the addition of dental benefits while still providing an 
overall cost savings. This item was also planned for 1991 however, employees 
voted against the proposal and we continue our goal to make this cost effective 
change. 


GENERAL INFORMATION: 

As you will note in the chart below (COMPARATIVE TAX RATE AND 
VALUATION IN DOLLARS) our municipal spending increased over the previous 
year. With the exception of the years 1986 and 1987 we have had a continued 
increase in spending from 1986 to 1991. | stated last year that the municipal 
share of the tax rate (that which we have some direct control over) has bounced 
up and down in the same time period. Our goal is to stabilize this up and down 
trend. The following depicts this "bouncing:”

Again this year municipal expenditures have been limited. At the same time 
we have attempted to address our mandated programs and our need to move 
ahead with a number of projects to prevent additional slippage in our previously 
delayed town wide capital needs. These needs are at best difficult to balance 
with our citizens demands for more services and the fact that many are less and 
less willing to pay for the "more." This attitude is understandable given the lack of 
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accessibility to the state and federal government and the continued pressure of 
downshifting of the tax burden to the local government. We are the last bastion of 
hope for citizens to be able to express their frustrations and desires. 

As you know our capital projects have a determinable effect on your 
spending areas. This years' spending in this area is down considerably from last 
year ($664,500). A number of projects have been pushed to 1993 and 1994. We 
have only addressed what is considered to be of the highest priority. No major 
money warrant articles, have been identified for 1992. The land purchase for 
town hall was addressed by the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee. 

_ As a result a money item for $180,000 has been placed in a line of the Capital 
Outlay budget. 

Our direction for 1992 can perhaps best be stated by repeating a paragraph 

from last years' budget message: 


"As we set our direction for the ensuing year, we must keep in mind our 
growing community and attempt to provide the proper staffing and equipment 
necessary to maintain our level of service and perhaps for improved 
services in some areas. It is believed that the planned spending program 
before you for your consideration will do just that. We are confident that with 
the combination of appropriate staff and the reorganization that the manager 
is currently working on (estimated to be complete by late summer) that the 
situation can be well managed and that the goals outlined in this budget 
policy document can be accomplished effectively and efficiently." 


The major policy document that you are about to consider is the most 
important municipal business before us for 1992. The budget process up to this 
point has been exhaustive and complete as seen in relation to the overall needs 
of the community and the present economy. This process has enabled us to do

Meeting. -

Pursuant to the foregoing Warrant for the Town of Wolfeboro Annual Town

would be voted on during the polling hours of 10:00 A.M. and 6:00 P.M., in the 
District Court Room, and Articles 3 through 22 would be voted on at the Town 
Meeting commercing at 7:00 P.M., in the auditorium of the Kingswood Regional 
High School. A motion was made by Thomas A. O'Dowd to refrain from reading 


_ Article 2 in its entirety, providing it is read in substance. Motion seconded by 


Stanley E. Stevens and carried. The remaining Warrant Articles will be read by 
the Moderator at the Town Meeting wherein each Article will be taken up 
individually and voted upon at that time. 


Kingswood Regional High School Auditorium 7:00 P.M. 

The 1991 Town Meeting was called to order at 7:00 P.M., by Moderator, 
Robert C. Varney. The Moderator explained the procedure that would be followed 
and explained the rules he would be utilizing during this meeting, and announced 
that Article 1 and 2 were voted on during the day and at this time he announced 
the official results of the election for Town officials, School officials and the 
Zoning amendments. The Moderator then introduced the Budget Committee 
members, the Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager and the Town Clerk, all 
seated on the stage. He then went on to introduce the various Department Heads 
seated in the pit area of the auditorium; Libby Museum Curator, Librarian, Captain 
of the Rescue Squad, Fire Chief, Chairman of the Conservation Commission, 
Business Manager of the Municipal Electric Department, Public Works Director, 
Superintendent of the Waste Water Treatment Plant, Finance Officer, Deputy 
Tax Collector, Town Planner Director of Parks & Recreation and the Police Chief, 
indicating that these are the officials working diligently to provide for a better 
government, providing the much needed services so many people take for 
granted. The Moderator then recognized Mrs. Shirley Ganem, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen who asked the voters to pause for a moment of silent prayer 
for all of our friends who have passed away this year and for those men and 
women serving in the Gulf. The Moderator then announced that there were two 
Articles, #3 and #4 that would be voted on by written ballot requiring a 2/3 vote to 
pass as required by the Municipal Budget Act. 
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ARTICLE 2: To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the following 
zoning amendments: The results of the voting on the Amendments are as 
follows:

ARTICLE 3: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of six hundred twenty thousand dollars ($620,000) for the design, 
construction, additions, alterations and improvements to the sewer collection 
and treatment systems. Said sum to be in addition to any federal, state or private 
funds made available therefore, and to authorize the issuance of not more than 
six hundred twenty thousand dollars ($620,000) of bonds or notes in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to 
authorize the town officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to 
determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity and other terms thereof. 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee) (To be voted by written ballot, 2/3 
majority required for passage.) The Moderator announced: that Articles 3 and 4 
were both bond issues with both requiring a written ballot and therefore, after 
discussion with the Board of Selectmen and Town Manager, the voters will vote 
on these two issues at once. This has also been approved with Town Council. 
Discussion will be held on Article 3 and then Article 4 will be acted upon. The polls 
will be open for one hour. The Moderator read Article 3 in its entirety and 
entertained a motion to move the Article. Motion to move the Article was made by 
Selectman Silk, seconded by Mr. James Hill. The Moderator recognized Mr. 
James McSweeney, Town Manager. Mr. McSweeney explained the Article 
indicating that this Article consisted of three areas with the first portion of the 
issue being $116,000 for sewer treatment improvements at the treatment plant 
itself for internal improvements that would increase the efficiency of the plant 
and eliminate the need for a clarifier that was discussed at bond authorization 
several years ago. That bond authorization appears in Article 13 of this Warrant. 
The second portion is for improvements to the Mill Street pumping station, 
replacing the controls. The third item consists of the replacement of the existing 
sewer line that goes across Back Bay and that line would be replaced in Elm 
Street with the estimated cost being $360,000. The Mill Street project is 
estimated to be $100,000, the sewer treatment facility at $116,000 and there is a 
cost for the beginning of the inflow study at about $40,000. The Moderato 
recognized Mr. William Hall of Sterns & Wheler, Engineer for the Town o 
Wolfeboro on these projects, who further explained the projects, as well as the 
inpact on the rates. The Moderator recognized Mr. Donald Hallock who made a 
motion to amend Articles 3 and 4 by changing the Articles to read: "To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate from Real Estate taxes, all mone 
necessary to pay the annual principle and interest payments, for only the owns 
share of the bond issue, the sum of six hundred twenty thousand dollars 
($620,000) for the design, construction, additions, alterations and improvements 
to the sewer collection and treatment systems. Said sums to be in addition to ar 
federal, state or private funds made available therefore, and to authorize the 
issuance of not more than six hundred twenty thousand dollars ($620,000) of 
bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance be

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(RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the Town officials to issue and negotiate such 
| bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon and the maturity and 
other terms thereof." Motion seconded by Mr. Robert Jones. The Moderator read 

the Article as amended and asked for discussion on the Article as amended. A 
discussion followed on the Article as amended. A motion was made by Mr. 
Charles Horsken to terminate debate on discussion. Motion seconded by Dennis 
Bean. The Moderator then called for a voice vote on the Article as amended. 

Voice vote was in the negative. The Moderator declared the Amendment 

defeated. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article as originally 

proposed. Discussion followed. The Moderator asked for further discussion, 
there being none announced that he would now go on to Article 4 and both 

Articles would be voted upon by written ballot and the balloting would be open for 

one hour. The results of secret balloting was 201 Yes and 60 No. The Moderator 

declared the Article adopted. (Polls were open from 8:33 P.M. to 9:33 P.M. as 
announced by the Moderator.) 


ARTICLE 4: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of five hundred forty thousand dollars ($540,000) for the design, 
construction, additions and alteration improvements to the water distribution 
system as recommended in the Hoyle, Tanner and Associates, Inc. report "Water 
System Master Plan” of September 1987 and for the design of the Water 
Treatment Facility as mandated by the Environmental Protection Agency and the 
State of New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services, said sum to be 

in addition to any federal, state or private funds made available therefore, and to 
authorize the issuance of not more than five hundred forty thousand dollars 
($540,000) of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the town officials to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon and 
the maturity and other terms thereof. (Recommended by the Budget Committee) 
(To be voted by written ballot, 2/3 majority required for passage.) The Moderator 
-read the Article in its entirety and asked for a motion to move the Article. Motion 
made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by James Hill for discussion. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. James McSweeney, Town Manager, who explained the 
background of the Article. He stated that the $540,000 consisted of four 
projects, the first being the extension of the water line on North Main Street. That 
line would be replaced with the existing line with the estimated cost for that line 
being $120,000. The purpose is to increase the flows in the area providing for 
better fire protection and also addresses the need for an extension of the line on 
Lakeview Drive. The second part of the bond issue is for the design of the 
treatment plant which is currently mandated under the Clean Water Act. That 
treatment design is estimated at $180,000. The construction of that plant is 
currently estimated to get under way in 1992, 93 or 94 depending on what 
happens with the Federal laws and availability of funds as far as the town is 
concerned. The third part of the issue is for the Elm Street Water line being 
replaced in conjunction with the sewer line that appears in Article 3. The Elm 
Street water line was not initially planned to be replaced this early, however, with 
the excavation of Elm Street and the replacement of the sewer line it was thought 
best to coordinate the water line at the same time. This is estimated to cost 
$194,000, with an estimated savings of $83,000 to $84,000 over the long period 
of time by putting the water line in at the same time. The last portion of the project 
will be for the design and extension of the line on Beech Pond Road for $46,000. 
The Moderator recognized Mr. William Hall from Sterns & Wheler, Engineer for the 
Town, who presented an overhead review of the projects, explaining each project 
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as outlined by Mr. McSweeney. The Moderator asked for further discussion on. 
the Article. At this point, Mr. Donald Hallock withdrew his Amendment for Article’ 
4. A lenghty discussion followed. The Moderator asked for further discussion, 
there being none, he announced that the secret balloting would now commence | 
on Articles 3 and 4. He announced the time of 8:33 P.M., as being the time the 
polls opened and indicated that the polls would be open one hour closing at 9: 33 
P.M. The results of the written balloting was 201 Yes and 59 No. The avid th 


declared that Article 4 had received the necessary 2/3 majority required fo; 
passage and declared the Article adopted.

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ARTICLE 8: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to provide a complete chemical 
treatment of Back Bay for control of Exotic Water Milfoil; said funds to be raised 
by acceptance of a grant in the amount of five thousand dollars ($5,000) from the 
State of New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services with the balance 
of five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be raised by general taxation. 
(Recommended by the Budget Committee). The Moderator read Article 8 in its 
entirety and entertained a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman 
George Elkins, seconded by Mr. Herbert Lamb for discussion. Selectman Elkins 
was recognized by the Moderator. He reported to the voters that the Board of 
Selectmen had appointed a study committee to look into what could be done to 
clean up the Back Bay area and they were asked to report back to the Board of 
Selectmen with their findings and recommendations. The primary concern was 
the milfoil problem. A thorough research was made into the removal of the milfoil. 
The Committee met with the State as well as local boards and commissions. A 
public hearing was held and the primary concern was the milfoil problem. With 
that, the Committee recommended to the Board of Selectmen that they take 
some type of action in trying to eliminate the milfoil problem and the committee 
met with representatives from the State of New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services and it was from their recommendations to the Committee 
that this Article was proposed. The Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Kimball who 
spoke against the chemical procedure process because of the fact that it has 
been reported as unsafe and the effects on the entire lake is unknown. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. Jeb Bradley who asked Selectman Elkins if the 
Committee had investigated alternatives to chemicals. Selectman Elkins 
responded by saying yes, that there were a number of alternatives proposed, but 
once again that came from the State of New Hampshire and the only other viable 
method of doing this is to physically getting divers to remove the milfoil by hand. 
The Moderator recognized Mr. Wayne Shipman who explained that in the past the 
Town has harvested the milfoil and agreed that the weed does indeed grow back, 
- but he was against the use of chemicals. The Moderator recognized Mr. Allan 
Bailey who spoke in favor of the Article. Mr. Bailey was a member of the 
Committee studying this problem. He gave a brief explanation of the Committee's 
research, highlighting the fact that Locke Lake applied this chemical treatment 
and today Locke Lake is now 100% void of any milfoil. He also emphasized the 
fact that this Article calls for the amount of $10,000, with only $5,000 coming 
from the Town and the-other $5,000 being matched by the State by means of a 
grant and urged the voters to vote yes for the Article. He then introduced Mr. 
Kenneth Warren from the State of New Hampshire Environmental Services 
Division, who explained the chemical treatment process. The Moderator 
recognized Mr. John Woodward who made a motion to amend the Article by 
omitting "to provide a complete chemical treatment". Motion seconded by Mr. 
Paul Kimball. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article as amended. The 
Moderator recognized Selectman George Elkins who responded by saying that 
he wanted the voters to realize that the State grant may not be available the way 
the amended Article reads, but indicated that this would have to be looked into 
for clarification. The Moderator recognized Mr. Allan Bailey who informed the 
voters that this chemical is applied to fight milfoil and is very successful. 
Harvesting by pulling up by roots is not successful and therefore, will probably 
not be done and with the money spent on docks and a lot of money being spent 
on Back Bay felt that it would be a shame to leave the milfoil infestation loose in 
Back Bay. The Moderator asked for further discussion on Article 8 as amended. 
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There being none, the Moderator read the Article, as amended which read: "To 
see whether the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) to control Exotic Water Milfoil in Back Bay; said funds to be 
raised by acceptance of a grant in the amount of five thousand dollars ($5,000) 
from the State of New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services with the 


balance of five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be raised by general taxation." The - 


Moderator called for a voice vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote was in 
the negative and the Moderator declared the Article, as amended, defeated. The 
Moderator then asked for further discussion on the Article as proposed. 
Discussion followed on the use of chemicals and how they are applied. The 
Moderator then recognized Mr. Jeb Bradley who made a motion to amend the 
Article by adding the following to the end of the Article: "The Selectmen shall be 
instructed to hold a public hearing concerning the proposed use of a chemical 
treatment for milfoil on the Back Bay.

Curtis R. Pike, who asked, "Will the Rotary Club still put up their money even if — 
the State doesn't come through and is the Town going to have to pay the other — 
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twenty thousand?" The Moderator recognized Ms. Amanda Simpson, Town 
Planner, who addressed the question. Ms. Simpson explained that, "The State of 
New Hampshire Division of Parks and Recreation administers Federal funds for 
land, water and conservation at the Federal level, so this is not State funding we 
are receiving, it is Federal funding and we have received the approval.” The 
Moderator asked for any further discussion on the Article as amended and there 
being none, called for a voice vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote was in 
the affirmative with the Moderator declaring the Article adopted as amended.

The Moderator 
recognized Mrs. Brenda LaPointe, Deputy Tax Collector, who gave a general 
overview of the need and explained the purpose of this funding indicating that 
this project could take three to four years to complete and that the town would be 
asked to place certain monies in the Capital Reserve Fund each year 
commencing with this year’s amount of $35,000 and possibly $50,000 over the 
next several years. The tax map, currently being utilized was originally 
commissioned in 1970, five years before the legislature mandated that all towns 
have tax maps. Mrs. LaPointe indicated that the town tax maps are "dated". She 
indicated that the new maps would not only be for assessment purposes, but 
would serve the Planning & Engineering Department, emergency systems and 
allow for a street numbering system. The Moderator then recognized Ms. 
Amanada Simpson, Town Planner, who presented a more technical explanation 
indicating that once the aerial photography is complete, the Town will have an 
updated aerial map of the entire town which will include the accurate scaling and 
the new mapping will provide for miltiple overlays to include utilities, street 
numbering, etc., and that this would be computer censored for more indepth 
information. It was the consensus of opinion of both that this project will assist all 
departments in the town and urged the voters to support this Article. The 
Moderator recognized the Town Manager, Mr. James McSweeney, who stated for 
information that this particular project is encompassed in the C.I.P. The 
Moderator asked for further discussion on the Article as proposed, there being 
none, called for a voice vote on the Article as proposed. Voice vote was in the 
affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. At this point 
Moderator Varney announced that there is a committee who has labored hard 
during the past year and was instructed at the past Town Meeting to report to this 
Town Meeting and that committee is the Recycling Committee. He then 
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introduced Mrs. Susan Campbell, Chairman of the Recycling Committee and Mr. 
John Burt, a member of that Committee. The Moderator did announce to the 
voters that this was not an Article, but a report that was mandated by the last 
Town Meeting. Mrs. Campbell read the report of the Wolfeboro Recycling 
Advisory Committee while Mr. Burt presented illustrated overviews of the various 
topics covered in that report. A copy of this report is attached to these minutes 
and will appear in the 1991 Town Meeting Minutes.

Jeb Bradley who moved to accept the report of the recycling committee and to 
instruct the Selectmen to implement the Recycling Committee's 
recommendations: to maximize recycling and continue research leading to 
development of a combined transfer/recycling station similar to the conceptual 
plan show tonight. Motion seconded by Mr. John Woodward. The Moderator 
asked for a voice vote on the motion.

The Moderator recognized Mr. Dennis Bean who 
stated that this was a result of the Charles T. Main Study and a charge for the 
town to prepare a C.I.P. The Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Kimball who moved 
to amend the Article by adding a semi-colon after the word expend and adding 
"after formal approval at a regular Town Meeting”. The Moderator asked for 
discussion on the Article as amended. There being none, the Moderator called for 
a voice vote on the Article as amended. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the 
Moderator declared the Article, as amended, adopted. The Article will now read: 
"To see whether the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of electrical improvements, transmission 
lines, substation, building and equipment and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
One hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) to be placed in this fund and to 
designate the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend; after formal approval at 
a regular Town Meeting”. 


ARTICLE 12: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes for the fiscal year, or take 
any other action relative thereto. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and entertained a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Ganem, 
seconded by David Senecal for discussion purposes. The Moderator asked for 
discussion on the Article as proposed. There being none, called for a voice vote 
on the Article. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the 
Article adopted. The Moderator read the Artricle in its entirety and called for a 
motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by Mr. 
David Senecal. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article as proposed. 
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There being none, called for a voice vote on the Article as proposed. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 13: To see whether the Town will vote to rescind the unused 
portion of the Wastewater Treatment Plant Clarifier bond authorization in the 
amount of five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) said authorization having 
been passed on March 10, 1987.

_ Commission. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion 
to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Silk, seconded by Mrs. Terri 
Kennington. The Moderator asked for discussion on the Article as proposed. 
There being none, called for a voice vote on the Article as proposed. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 17: To see whether the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 

sell and convey any real estate acquired by the town by tax collector's deed. 
_ Such conveyance shall be by deed following a public auction, or the property 
may be sold by advertised sealed bids or may be otherwise disposed of as 
justice may require, pursuant to RSA 80:80. The Moderator read the Article in its 
entirety and called for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman 
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Ganem, seconded by Mr. Donald Hallock. The Moderator asked for discussion on 
the Article as proposed. There being none, called for a voice vote on the Article 
as proposed. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the 
Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 18: To see whether the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA 41:9-a which will authorize the Board of Selectmen to establish or amend 
fees for the issuance of any license or permit, or for the use or occupancy of any 
public revenue-producing facility. Such fees will not exceed an amount 
reasonably calculated to cover the Town's regulatory, administrative and 
enforcement costs. The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for a 
motion to move the Article. Motion made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by Mr. 
Robert Tierney for discussion. The Moderator called for discussion on the Article. 
The Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Hatch who questioned the Article regarding 
fees. The Moderator asked the Town Manager if he wished to respond. Mr. 
McSweeney read RSA 41:9-a in its entirety which explained the "revenue 
producing facilities" and the definition of "revenues" regarding municipality owned 
revenue producing facilities. At this point, Mr. Hatch made the statement, that he 
would like to thank the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and the Budge 
Committee for their work and indicated that, "this was the most informed Town 
Meeting | have ever attended." All of the voters in the audience agreed by 
applauding. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the Article, there 
being none, called for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the affirmative. The 
Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 19: To see whether the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into a lease with the owners of Tax Lot 6-6-12 on the 
Wolfeboro Tax Map for sixteen (16) parking spaces at a location previously 
designated by the Selectmen on Tax Lot 6-6-15. Said lease shall be for sufficient 
square footage to meet all requirements of the Wolfeboro Zoning Ordinance and 
for the use of such sixteen (16) parking spaces, including access and egress 
thereto; together with two (2) right-of-ways, one of which being a vehicula 
access twenty (20) feet in width leading from Glendon Street to the leased 
parking spaces and the other being a five (5) foot pedestrian right-of-way leading 
to and from the leased parking spaces to the tax lots benefitted thereby; 
together with an easement in a mutually agreed location for access to Town water 
and sewer from Glendon Street to the benefitted lots in an economically feasible 
location mutually agreeable by the Engineers for the Town and the owner of the 
benefitted lots. Such lease shall be for a term of fifty (50) years, with five (5) ten 
(10) year renewal options. Rental shall be One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00) per 
year for the first twenty-five (25) years, Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) pe 
year for the second twenty-five years of the term, and increased by One Hundred 
percent (100%) for each ten (10) year renewal term. The lease shall have been or 
shall be agreed to by the Selectmen. A motion was made to move Article 19 i 





order before taking up Article 8 and the Moderator allowed this action. The 
Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called for motion to move the Article. 
Motion seconded by Selectman Elkins. A motion in favor of the Article was made 
by Selectman Silk, seconded by Selectman Elkins for discussion. The Moderator 
called for discussion on the Article as proposed. The Moderator recognized 
Selectman Silk who read a statement on behalf of the Board of Selectmen. 
Town of Wolfeboro purchased certain land from the State of New Hampshire, 
Department of Transportation, in July, 1989. Said land was the former Wolfeboro 
Railroad property from Back Bay in Wolfeboro to Route 28. Green Moura 
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Investment, Inc., in 1989, received approval from the Wolfeboro Planning Board 
for eleven (11) commercial condominium units on property adjacent to the above- 
mentioned property, formerly owned by the Wolfeboro Railroad and now owned by 
‘the Town. To receive approval for three (3) additional units, Green Mountain 
needed additional parking spaces and therefore desired to lease a portion of the 
Town's property for the additional spaces. The Town, by and through the Board of 
‘Selectmen, and Green Mountain entered into an agreement whereby Green 
Mountain would not oppose the Town's purchase of the property from the New 
Hampshire DOT; would waive; its claimed right to lease the spaces directly from 
the DOT; and would agree to withdraw a pending lawsuit against the Town. In 
return, the Town agreed that its Board of Selectmen would propose a Warrant 
Article for Town Meeting under which the Town would lease a portion of the 
Town's property to Green Mountain for use as parking spaces. The terms of the 
lease are summarized in the applicable Warrant Article. In the agreement 
between the Town and Green Mountain, it was stipulated that Green Mountain 
would be granted the opportunity at Town Meeting to have its representative 
speak in favor of the lease. | now turn the floor over to any representative of 
Green Mountain who may want to speak in favor of said lease." Selectman Elkins 
presented an overview of where the property is located. The Moderator asked if 
there was anyone from Green Mountain Investments, Inc., here to speak for the 
Article. There was no one in attendance. The Moderator then asked if there was 
anyone who wished to speak against the Article. Mr. Charles Sturtivent spoke 
against the Article. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the Article. 
There being none, called for a voice vote on the Article as proposed. Voice vote 
was in the negative and the Moderator declared the Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 20: To see whether the Town will vote to designate the following 
town owned secondary roads as Scenic Roads under Provision of RSA 231:157: 

1. Chick Road from Haines Hill Road to Bickford Road 

2. Cooper Road from Stoneham Road to Avery Road 

3. Avery Road from Stoneham Road to Cooper Road 

4. Dallas Road from Stoneham Road to Cotton Valley Road 
The purpose being to protect, enhance, and maintain the scenic beauty of 
Wolfeboro. (Submitted by Petition). The Moderator read the Article in its entirety 
and called for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Mr. Randy Walker, 
seconded by Mr. William Swaffield. The Moderator asked for discussion on the 
Article. There being none, asked for a voice vote on the Article as proposed. 
Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 21: WHEREAS, Although the right of free expression is part of 
the foundation of the United States Constitution, very carefully drawn limits on 
expression in specific instances have long been recognized as legitimate means 
of maintaining public safety and decency, as well as orderliness and productive 
value of public debate; and 


WHEREAS, There are symbols of our nation such as the Washington Monument, 
the United States Capitol Building, memorials to our greatest leaders, and our 
flag, whcih are the property of every American and are therefore worthy of 
protection from desecration and dishonor; and 

WHEREAS, The law as interpreted by the United States Supreme Court no longer 
accords to the flag the reverence, respect, and dignity to which it is entitled; and 


WHEREAS, It is only fitting that people everywhere should join in a forceful call 
for the restoration of the flag to its proper station under law and decency; 
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NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the voters of the Town of Wolfeboro 
respectfully request the Congress of the United States to propose an 
amendment of the United States Constitution, for ratification by the states, 
specifying that Congress and the states shall have the power to prohibit the 
physical desecration of the flag of the United States. (Submitted by Petition), 
The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and asked for a motion to move the 
Article. Motion made by Curtis Pike, seconded by Susan Pike. A motion was 
made by Mr. John Woodward to terminate debate and pass over the Article, 
which requires a 2/3 majority. The Moderator asked for a voice vote on the motion 
to postpone indefinitely. Voice vote did not receive a 2/3 majority and therefore 
the motion was defeated. The Moderator called for discussion on the Article as 
proposed. There being none, called for a voice vote on the Article as proposed. | 
Voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared the Article defeated. 


ARTICLE 22: The Town of Wolfeboro, strongly encourages our state to 
maintain its commitment to programs and services that serve the basis human 
needs of the poor, sick, disabled, children, elderly, and unemployed. Further, 
that the maintenance of this commitment should not involve a shift of financial 
responsibility to the local community. (Submitted by Petition). The Moderator 
read the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move the Article. Motion 
made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by Mr. Steve Wood. The Moderator asked - 
for discussion on the Article proposed. There being none, he called for a voice 
vote on the Article as proposed. Voice vote in the affirmative. The Moderator 
declared the Article adopted. 

The Moderator then asked if there was any further business to come before 
the meeting. There being none, he entertained a motion to adjourn. A motion was 
made by Mr. Steve Wood to adjourn, seconded by Mr. Gordon Reade. The 
meeting adjourned at 10:30 P.M. |

A special Town Meeting was warned by the Board of Selectmen of 
Wolfeboro, New Hampshire on November 26, 1991 with the Warrant being posted 
at the Kingswood Regional High School, Wolfeboro Post Office, Wolfeboro Falls 
Post Office, and the Public Safety Building. The meeting was called to order by 
Moderator, Robert C. Varney. The Moderator announced that the voters would be 
asked to vote on a single Article and read the following Article. 


ARTICLE 1: "To see whether the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to see acertain tract of town owned land located on the westerly side; of Pine Hill 
Road (Route 109A) containing seven (7) acres more or less, for such amount of 
money and/or property (including land) as the selectmen determine to be 
appropriate and in the best interest of the town and authorize them to take all 
steps necessary and desirable to effectuate such sale. The subject parcel is 
bounded on the east by Pine Hill Road, on the west by land of Edward W. Zulauf, 
on the north by Wolfeboro Products, Inc. and on the south by land of Bruce 
Lauber." The Moderator then entertained a motion to move the Article. Motion 
made by Selectman George W. Elkins, seconded by Selectman Sarah M. Silk for 
- discussion. The Moderator recognized Selectman George Elkins who presented 
the voters with the background information and the reason for this special Town 
Meeting. He indicated that the Wicker's Sportswear Co., had purchased the 
Wolfeboro Mills on River Street several years ago and since that time the need 
for expansion has surfaced. The Town of Wolfeboro Administration has been 
working with the owners of Wicker's in an attempt to find suitable property for this 
company because it was felt very strongly that should this Company have to 
leave Wolfeboro it would be very devastating for the Town. The Town of 
Wolfeboro owns some commercial property on Route 109A adjacent to the 
Wolfeboro Products building south of the driveway leading into that facility and 
former Town of Wolfeboro's stump dump. This property contains approximately 
seven (7) acres more or less. The Company is offering river front land on the 
Smith River containing approximately 1.3 acres that includes 600 feet of 
waterfront. Amanda Simpson, Town Planner, illustrated the areas on an overhead 
projector screen so the voters could see exactly where the properties are 
located. Selectman Elkins announced that the Town Manager and members from 
the Wickers Company have been negotiating and have agreed upon the amount 
of $30,000 plus giving the Town approximately one and a half acre of ground and 
urged the voters to vote in favor of this Article. The Moderator recognized Mr. 
Tony Mazzenga, owner of Wicker's Sportswear, who gave a brief background on 
his business and the various companies that his company supplies their goods 
to, I.E., E.M.S., Lands End, L.L. Bean, to name a few. Hee indicated that he 
would prefer finalization of the sale not take place until all necessary permits are 
in place. The Moderator then asked the voters if they had any discussion on the 
Article as read. Mr. Allen Stevens asked the Board if an appraisal had been made 
on the property the Town owns and Chairman Elkins answered yes. A question 
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was raised on the access to the 1.6 acres and the Town Manager responded that 
there was a right-of-way agreement. A discussion followed on questions 
regarding the power, wetlands, environmental concerns, etc. The Moderator 
called for a voice vote on the Article as read. He then asked those voting in favor 
of the Article to raise their hand and had designated persons count the votes. 
The results of the voting were 73 in favor with no one being opposed. The 
Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


A Motion to adjourn was made by Selectman Ganem, seconded by Dennis 
Bean at 7:30 p.m.

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Report of the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen 


1991 has been a trying year for all of us, both inside and outside of Town 
Government. We have experienced the worst economic conditions in years, but 
still Town Government must continue to operate. 

This year marked our first full year under the guidance of our new Manager, 
Mr. McSweeney. His plans to improve the workings of Town Government are 
mostly in place and seem to have been well received. 

1991 also saw the completion of a number of major projects; new water and 
sewer mains were installed on Elm Street; the sewer line replaces the old main 
which runs under Back Bay which has now been taken out of service. A new 12" 
water main was installed on part of North Main Street, the beginning of a long term 
effort to improve water service in that part of town. Our program of flushing water 
mains continues; upgrading of the Mill Street pumping station was begun and an 
infiltration study of the sewer system was completed. The new sewer lines on 
Clark and Sewall Roads have finally been finished, but not without a degree of 
controversy. 

The Municipal Electric Department has started long range planning for new 
-and improved distribution in the years ahead. The main transformers behind the 
power plant were completely rebuilt this year. A ground water study at the power 
plant was undertaken and unfortunately, found that there is oil in the ground. This 
apparently came from old leaky tanks that have been replaced. Plans to remove 
the oil from the ground have already been put in place. This project will take three 
to five years and cost an estimated $250,000. 

The Highway Department purchased a new truck this year and they continue 
their program of road maintenance and repaving. 

Plans have also been put into place to upgrade the waste water treatment 
plant. The spray area received substantial damage from hurricane Bob and most 
of that has been repaired. Fortunately, most of the expense was covered by 
insurance and Federal and State diaster monies. 

Solid Waste Disposal remains a severe and costly problem for Wolfeboro, as 
it does in most other communities. Plans for closing of our current facility and a 
design study for a new one is well underway. Our recycling efforts continue to 
move and expand. Our Household Hazardous Material Disposal Program gets 
bigger and better each year. 

The Community Survey and Civil Profiles Study has been completed and the 
information from these studies should be available shortly. Both of these studies 
should give long term planners for the town and a good deal of useful information. 

The Economic Development Committee has been meeting regularly and are 
working to improve the economy base of the town. On a bright note, Wicker's 
Sportswear, one of the town's biggest employers has announced plans to 
expand and build a new plant in Wolfeboro. At a special Town Meeting in 
December voters unanimously approved the sale of a piece of town owned 
property on Route 109A, to Wicker's for their new plant. 

Work continues on the Bridge Falls Path and the Rotary Club deserves 
congratulations for all of the work that they have done on this very worthy 
project. 

The Town Hall Study Committee has made their recommendations to the 
Board that we should start planning for a new Town Hall and not remodel Brewster 
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Memorial Hall. At this writing, the Board is still reviewing the Committee's report — 
and hopes to have a report for the voters by Town Meeting. 

In August, the Town's resources were severely taxed by "Hurricane Bob," 
which left behind a great deal of damage. The Board is very proud of all of our 
employees, volunteers and citizens who offered to help during the storm. Due to — 
their efforts, three hundred camp children were evacuated to the high school 
without injury. Once again, the citizens of Wolfeboro have demonstrated that 
when the chips are down they will get the job done. Congratulations to all of you.

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Joint Report of the Planning Department 
and Planning Board 


Planning activities this year were focused in several areas: grant 
management and implementation; comprehensive planning; and support to the 
Planning Board. 

The grant from the State of New Hampshire for the implementation of the 
Russell C. Chase Bridge-Falls Path was approved. The town took the first step in 
making improvements by completing the bank stabilization along Back Bay. The 
joint Rotary/town committee completed the details for lighting, bench and waste 
receptacle design and the final detail plan for the park was approved by the 
Selectmen. The Rotary Club is awaiting the spring construction season to begin 
the path. Thanks to their efforts the path is signed at both ends and a testing was 
done to determine the best path material. 

The purchase of the Bowers and Merena property on Back Bay was made 
possible at no cost to the town through a generous donation by Donald McBride 
of a conservation easement on Whitten Neck and a matching grant through the 
Land Conservation Investment Program. This purchase protects 950 feet of 
shoreline along Back Bay and creates an opportunity for a new town park with 
water access. 

The Community Survey was completed this summer and fall and was 
returned by approximately 1025 households. The survey attempted to reach 
every resident landowner, non-resident landowner and resident tenant. The 
results will be utilized in the development of the master plan update to include the 
’ population, housing, land use and economic development chapters in 1992. 

In addition to the survey completion, the 1976 base map has been updated 
to assist in the preparation of the master plan land use chapter, the development 
of a street numbering system and the preparation of a transportation 
improvement program. The department now has an index of all public and known 
private roads in town. 

Assistance to the Planning Board is the department's greatest 
responsibility, utilizing an average of 75% of staff time throughout the year. 
Surprisingly the downturn in the economy did not greatly effect the amount of 
commercial activity in town. This year saw the approval of a diversity of non- 
residential projects including the expansion of the Congregational Church and 
Huggins Hospital, the relocation of Chamberlain House by Brewster Academy, 
and the approvals for new businesses: Dunkin’ Donuts; Brian Lord Funeral Home; 
a manufacturing facility on Bay Street and a boat storage facility. Special 
recognition is given to the Congregational Church and Brewster Academy for 
their achievements in maintaining existing architectural design during their 
expansions. 

Subdivision activity consistently mostly of lot line adjustments and minor 
two or three lot subdivisions. The most noteworthy subdivision utilized the 
cluster provisions to create 13 lots on Whitten Neck in conjunction with a 
conservation easement preserving a large amount of waterfront on Crescent and 
Wentworth Lakes. 

The Planning Board recognizes the efforts of the Parking Committee in the 
drafting of new parking provisions to be presented on the ballot at the 1992 town 
meeting. David Senecal, Allen Stevens, Roger Meunier, Greg Roark, Bob 
Marden, Bill Rae, and Roger Murray Ill spent nearly a year researching and 
evaluating parking requirements. 
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The efforts of the Selectmen's Blue Ribbon Economic Development 
Committee are recognized in the assistance to the Planning Board in the 
development of zoning amendments aimed toward providing more flexibility and 
greater opportunity for commercial development. 

Newly appointed this year is a Route 28 Study Committee, a joint committee 
of the Planning Board and the Economic Development Committee. The focus of 
the committee is to generate a comprehensive approach to future land uses 
within the corridor. 

The challenge before the Planning Board and Planning Department is to 
achieve economic growth while maintaining Wolfeboro's unique character and 
quality of life.

Annual Police Report 1991 


1991 has been a very active year for the Police Department. We had mor 
reportable incidents than at any time in our history. Motor vehicle activity sk 
rocketed, court cases attained a new high, as did many other areas. We are 
pleased to report, however, a decrease in traffic accidents for the second year in 
a row. Accidents decreased 25% between 1989 and 1990, and this year have 
decreased another 13%. It was also the first time in several years in which there 
were no fatal accidents. 

Our commitment to training continues. | share the belief of many other police 
chiefs that effective law enforcement training generally produces a higher caliber 
police officer. This view is strongly supported by the fact that training activities in 
police departments across the country have increased significantly in the past 
twenty years. In 1965 the Viet Nam War continued to rage. In Cleveland, Chicago 
and Los Angeles, riots broke out. Despite the promises of the "Great Society,” 
our cities were crumbling. One year later, the U.S. Supreme Court handed down 
the Miranda ruling, which would effect the course of police conduct forever. 

Despite the social changes taking place in the world, Wolfeboro, and the rest 
of New Hampshire dealt with a fairly uncomplicated world. Even larger cities in 
this state experienced fairly low crime rates. Training was only beginning to 
emerge. It was very basic and not uniformly required. 

Today, police officers, both full and part-time must obtain certification 
through the New Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council. They receive 
training in four major areas, academics, firearms, physical and driver training. 
The challenges and problems facing today's police officer are many. 
Accordingly, it is imperative that each officer be afforded the most complete, up- 
to-date training available to ensure not only his safety and well-being, but that of 
the people he is sworn to protect. It is toward this end that we strive to provide 
constant training for all levels of personnel in the department. 

As part of our training this year, one officer was sent to the D.A.R.E. training 
program. The acronym stands for Drug Abuse Resistance Education. By the time 
this report is printed, we anticipate that Off. Steve Siegel will be well into the 
D.A.R.E. program at Carpenter School. The program is designed to teach young 
people how to say no to drugs. It also teaches them how to make decisions and 
cope with stress. D.A.R.E. is probably the most effective weapon that police 
departments and school have in fighting the war on drugs. 

Paul Harvey wrote an interesting piece about drugs. | have excerpted here 
some of the strong points he made: 

"Usually we worry most about the wrong things. 

"Wherever Americans are solicited for their opinion of our nation's most 
worrisome problems, invariably they name crime, drugs and medical costs. 

"All of which are related. 

"But almost never do Americans recognize that the No. 1 drug is alcohol. 

"Of all the people admitted to hospitals for overdosing drugs, two of three are 
on alcohol. 

"Alcohol is the ‘drug of choice’ for young Americans, and it is not a good 
choice. 

"The National Traffic Safety Administration in one year counts 3,539 
motorists between the ages of 15 and 20 killed in traffic accidents in which 
alcohol was a factor. 

"We have no way yet to count the suicides, murders, date rape and family 
violence resulting from drinking. 
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"Unquestionably, alcohol is the leading cause of death among teenagers. 

"Why is a generation of young people drowning itself in alcohol? 

"White House drug czar Bob Martinez blames boredom, peer pressure and 
adults who, by example, send a message to their kids that this is acceptable 

Police departments and schools throughout the state have joined forces to 
beat drugs. The third part of this equation must become involved also. A 
campaign was launched this year to involve that third group, PARENTS. We urge 
you: "Don't wait until it's too late. Talk to your kid about drugs.” 

In closing, there has been a great deal of change within the Town 
Government. There are several new department heads. There are new ways 
being implemented to streamline the Town. To accomplish these changes 
requires a great deal of cooperation and | want to take this opportunity to thank 
all of those department heads, the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and 
the Police Commission for all their assistance in helping the police department 
during this important new phase in the growth of the Town.

Wolfeboro Central Dispatch 
1991 Report 


We have come to the end of the first year of operation of the Wolfeboro 
Central Dispatch. It has been a busy and exciting year. The new radio console 
was put into operation in June. This equipment now allows for consolidation of all 
Public Safety communications through one piece of equipment. The system 
received its first full test during Hurricane Bob. This was also the first 
implementation of the Town's Emergency Plan. The equipment proved invaluable 
in allowing coordination of many separate functions, including the Town Highway 
and Municipal Electric Departments, as well as Police, Fire and Rescue. As with 
any new system, there are always glitches. Given the magnitude of the Hurricane 
and the newness of the equipment, this first test of the Emergency Plan went 
very smoothly. 

The next major step for Central Dispatch was the implementation of the 9-1-1 
emergency telephone system for Public Safety. On October 7, the system 
officially came on line. You will read in the activity section of this report that the 
system is experiencing considerable activity. The efficiency of the delivery of 
Public Safety services has greatly increased. No longer do you, the users of the 
system, have to hunt for individual telephone numbers to contact the appropriate 
emergency response. A call to 9-1-1 does this for you. 

Since the system is new, | want to devote some of this space to explaining 
when to use 9-1-1. Some examples of when to call 9-1-1 are for motor vehicle 
accidents, burglary in progress, fires, the sighting or smell of smoke, when you 
suspect a crime is in progress, if you see a fight, for an unconscious person, for 
a persin choking, or any request for medical assistance. This is only a partial list 
of some of the times you would use 9-1-1. 

Times not to use 9-1-1 include directory assistance, to find out about 
community events, to report power outages, to request telephone repair, to 
check on road conditions, to make a report of a theft or a loud party or a barking 
dog. 

For information or other non-emergency calls, use the business number for 
the appropriate department: Police 569-1444, Fire 569-1400, Rescue 569-1400 
and Ambulance 569-2080. 

Although Central Dispatch is administratively attached to the Police 
Department, they operate as a separate and unique division. Their purpose is to 
provide service to all the Public Safety Departments. To clearly define their 
separate role, and to provide them with a separate identity, they are quartered in 
a functionally designated area of the police department that puts them apart from 
the rest of the station. They now wear a uniform distinct to them alone. It is 
purposely designed so that they will not appear to be either firefighters or police 


en 


officers. They operate under a separate budget. This is done so that there is no — 
question as to their role in the Public Safety family, and it is indeed an important — 


role. 


agencies using the system. The development of the procedures, training, public 
awareness, and a myriad of other elements is attributable to many people. The 
Fire Department rendered a great deal of help in presenting the 9-1-1 program to 
elementary school students. Chief Foss and other members of his department 
worked many hours developing procedures for fire department response and 
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The success of Central Dispatch is dependent on the cooperation of all the 


helped in the training of dispatchers. Now retired Capt. Peter Hayes of the 
Rescue Squad was instrumental in developing the protocols for Rescue 
response. Many people have contributed toward making Central Dispatch a 
viable and integral part of the Public Safety Departments, not the least of which 
are the men and women who do the dispatching. They have trained long and hard 
to provide a service for the Town of Wolfeboro that is the envy of many another 
community.

Chief Engineer's Report 


The Fire Department answered a total of 251 alarms which consisted of 46 box 
alarms, 195 still alarms and 10 engineer calls. 

In responding to the calls 3500 feet of 1" hose, 3450 feet of 1 1/2" hose, 4050 
feet of 1 3/4" hose, 1200 feet of 2 1/2" hose and 7100 feet of 3" hose were used. 

The members of the department put on a fire prevention class at the Nursery 
School and at Carpenter School for the Kindergarten through the sixth grade. 
They assisted Huggins Hospital, Carpenter School and Kingswood High School 
with fire drills. They inspected 70 oil burner installations, 9 day care homes, 3 
places of assembly and 60 chimney and wood stove installations. 

Nine members passed the Career Level course. Two members passed the first 
Responder course. One member passed the Fire Fighter Level | course. One 
member passed the EMT course. Three members passed the Instant Command 
course. One member attended the two day Fire Seminar at Sturbridge, MA which 
included a course in stress control. 

The old house at the foot of Brick Yard Hill was used several times for air mask, 
ventilation, search and rescue, ladder and over haul drills. Thanks to Mr. Edw. 
Leroux. 

Two Survive Air masks were purchased. Boots, coats, pants and gloves were 
replaced. A new heating system was installed and overhead doors were replaced 
in the appartus room. 

The Rescue Department is in the process of becoming a part of The Fire 
Department. 

Sincere thanks are extended to the town officers and departments for their 
assistance throughout the year and a special thanks to all call men.

Report of Town Forest Fire Warden 
and State Forest Ranger 


1991 was a very dry and busy year for the New Hampshire Forest Fire Service 
as well as local fire departments due to our increase in the number of fires. Our 
three major causes of fires in 1991 were non-permit, children and smoking 
materials. 450 wildland fires in New Hampshire burned approximately 150 acres 
for an average fire size of one-third acre. 

Primarily, the local fire department is responsible for extinguishing these fires. 
Keeping the average fire size this small is a tribute to early detection by citizens, 
our fire tower lookout system and the quick response of our trained local fire 
departments. 

In every municipality, there is a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens that are responsible for directing suppression action on wildland fires, 
working with other fire department members under the direction of the N.H. Forest 
Fire Service to make sure that all fire department members are properly trained 
and equipped for suppressing wildland fires. Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy 
Wardens receive specialized training each year, presented by the N.H. Forest 
Service, to keep their skill level and knowledge of forest fire laws up to date. 

The local Warden and selected Deputy Wardens are also responsible for 
issuing burning permits for any open burning that is to be done in their 
community. In New Hampshire, any open burning, except when the ground is 
completely covered with snow, requires a written fire permit prior to lighting the 
fire. Before doing any open burning, it is recommended that you contact your 
local fire department to see if a permit is required and to save your community the 
cost of sending fire equipment on a false alarm. Any person violating the permit 
law (RSA 224:27) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Please help your local Warden and fire department by requesting a fire permit 
before kindling a fire, be understanding if they tell you it is not a safe day to burn 
and help keep New Hampshire green! Thank you for being fire safe.

As | have progressed through the past six months, | have tried to face each new 
challenge with a determination that displays a positive attitude and a "can do” 
approach. Each of the Public Works Divisions is striving to maintain the various. 

Our Capital 
Improvement Program is ambitious and certainly most needed. Our facilities 
such as; Solid Waste Management Site, Waste Water Treatment Plant, Water & 
Sewer System, Highways/Streets, and docks are in desperate need of repair, 
upgrading, and modernization. Already we have initiated numerous contracts for 
the study, design and construction of these facilities. The site closure contract 
with Provan & Lorber is progressing on schedule. Incinerator ash is hauled to an 
acceptable State approved site - it is no longer buried at our Town facility. We 
have commenced with preliminary design for a transfer station combined with 
major emphasis on recycling. 

Your Recycling Committee has been pursuing actively the implementation of 
all phases of this program. We have planned numerous construction activities to 
be implemented during the upcoming fiscal year. 

Hurricane Bob created havoc at our Waste Water Treatment Facility. 
Downed trees broke substantial distribution lines and drastically effected our site 
disposal operations. Through the diligent efforts of our Town employees working 
with sub-contractors, the facility was operational once again. With the retirement 
of our Chief Operator, Gordon Reade, our challenges will be numerous until a 
replacement is selected. 

Two major water & sewer contracts were awarded for the installation and 
replacement of our distribution lines. In addition, we have let a contract for 
updating our Mill Street pump station controls. A contract continues for the study 
and evaluation of our water source and supply as we move forward to comply with 
stringent new Federal and State Regulations. 

The Highway Division continues to maintain our travel ways and the many 
activities associated with this operation. During the seasonal storms, our crews 
worked efficiently to restore services and facilitate travel for the citizens of 
Wolfeboro. Not only did they perform their activities, but also willingly helped 
other divisions and departments when called upon. We initiated the application of 
liquid calcium chloride to our unpaved roads for dust abatement and road stabil- 
ization. A new seven yard dump truck was added to our fleet. 

Fleet Management and Repair remain a critical aspect of Public Works. 
Behind the scenes, our people are constantly maintaining our vehicles and 
equipment while managing our activities in a cost effective manner. The old 
gasoline storage tanks were removed in a minimum impact operation. 

The Public Works Department is actively involved with community 
operations seven days a week. | would like to express my personal thank you to 
all members of this organization for their diligent efforts and constant attention to 
our operations. Also, | thank other departments, volunteers, and citizens for 
their input. The upcoming years will be even more demanding as we “strive for 
excellence” in upgrading the infrastructure of Wolfeboro.

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Annual Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Report 


On July 27, 1991, Wolfeboro participated for the third time with other local 
towns in the Household Hazardous Waste Collection made possible by the 
financial commitments of cooperating towns and matching grants from the State 
of N.H. Department of Environmental Services. The annual collection of 
hazardous waste is organized by the Lakes Region Planning Commission in an 
effort to reduce the costs to individual towns by staging collections in several 
localities at the same time. 

One hundred twenty eight vehicles from Wolfeboro, some representing more 
than one household, deposited hazardous waste at the DPW garage on 109A 
between nine and noon. Wolfeboro contributed over 1,600 gallons of the 7,285 
gallons collected from seven participating towns. Waste oil and batteries were 
also collected at the sites. Because of the success of the Wolfeboro site, efforts 
are being made to reduce the amount of time in line for the 1992 collection by the 
addition of more hazardous waste personnel. 

We look forward to seeing you again the last Saturday of July in 1992. Don't 
forget to save your pesticides, oil paint, drain and oven cleaners, pool 
chemicals, solvents, thinners, etc. Keep up the good work, become a member of 
a great mid-summer tradition! 

Wolfeboro citizens are to be congratulated for coming early, waiting 
patiently, and remaining cheerful on a warm morning while doing the “right thing” 
with their hazardous waste. Thank you for participation. The Lakes Region 
Planning Commission has had the most successful program in the state and it is 
because of each one of you.

Municipal Electric Department 


The Department and PSNH in 1991 settled all issues in PSNH's rate increase 
filing with the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission. As part of the settlement, 
the Department and PSNH have entered into a long-term power supply and rate 
arrangement. Under the new wholesale power agreement between the 
Department and PSNH, the rates charged by PSNH will increase similar to the 
retail agreement with PSNH customers. This settles the long standing Seabrook 
issue and insures the survival of our electric utility. 

The Municipal Electric Department's highest demand of 11,300 KWH 
occurred in December. | 

The Electric Department so far has collected $7,688.48 for the Gift of 
Warmth Fund which is helping many needy families. Our sincere thanks goes out 
to everyone who has contributed. 

We have issued several newsletters to help keep our customers informed on 
energy saving tips, etc. The Department has also been successful in selling 
and/or leasing "Earthlights." These are energy saving flourescent bulbs. 
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The Department continues to provide support to the Chamber of Commerce, 
Huggins Hospital, American Legion and many other organizations for fairs and 
Christmas lighting. 

We have four linemen attending school on a monthly basis at Northeast 
Public Power Association. The Municipal Electric Department was recently 
awarded a Safety Award for 1991 from Northeast Public Power Association in 
recognition of outstanding efforts in providing a safe work environment. The 
Department also has had at least six safety meetings per year with the Lineman's 
Northeast Public Power Association Instructor/Safety Director at our facilities. 

In October Public Power Week and Energy Awareness Month was 
celebrated by sponsoring a display at the Annual Wolfeboro Rotary Marketplace 
at Kingswood Regional High School. First and Second Class linemen Robert Kuell 
and Stephen Wood were responsbile for setting up the display. The display 
included 18 watt "Earthlights" which replace normal 75 watt bulbs, a sample utility 
pole, linemen gear, meters and a bucket truck with its 55-foot extended boom. 

On July 2, 1991 the original substation tap-changer failed. After 21 days and 
many long hours with the help and cooperation of Public Service of New 
Hampshire, who engineered the substation maintenance, we were able to make 
the necessary repairs and get the substation back on line. This was the first 
major faiiure of the substation equipment which was installed in 1963. 

In April during one of the many wind storms one of our bucket trucks was 
severely damaged after a tree fell on top of it. Luckily no one was injured in the 
incident. 

Hurricane Bob hit in August sparing no one from loss of electricity. Many 
long hours and hard work went into repairing lines, services and removing 
downed trees from the lines. We would like to thank all the employees who helped 
us in restoring power and our customers for their patience and understanding. 

We regret the passing of Lawrence N. Smart. He worked for the Electric 
Department for 24 years as a meterman. The retirement of his son Lawrence 
comes after 36 years of working for the Department at the power plant with much 
regret also. 

The Municipal Electric Department has filed a budget with the Town of 
Wolfeboro which is printed in this report. We also file a financial statement with 
the Public Utilities Commission in Concord. 

Once again, sincere thanks to all our customers, employees, town officials 
and other Department employees who cooperated with the Municipal Electric 
Department in 1991.

The writer, this past year, inspected for renewal licensing and start up of 
family group day care operations, as well as the Wolfeboro Day Care and summer 
extension area, the Wolfeboro Nursery School and advance inspections of 
proposed foster homes. With the reduction of state personnel, the additional 
inspections are being taken up by the local Health Departments. 

In addition, the writer signed license applications for septic haulers serving 
the Wolfeboro area. Many responses and sampling on site at various points in 
Wentworth and Winnipesaukee were handled. The past year there was an 
increase of contamination in wells at individual homes. It is gratifying that with 
treatment, all wells are back in service. 

This year it is planned to inspect each eating or food preparation area 
(approximately 40) at least twice. In addition to making an inspection with a state 
sanitarian. Again due to the financial restraints imposed by the state, the 
additional inspections will be taken up by the local Health Department. In all cities 
and many of the larger towns, the food inspection of eating establishments 
control is under the control of the local Health Department.

My first year as the first Director of Welfare for the Town of Wolfeboro was a 
challenge; learning the job and dealing with the demands of a failing economy. 
Much of the technical part of the job was learned by attending monthly meetings 
of the N.H. Local Welfare Administrator's Association and the State conference. 
The rest of the job is a continuing education of solving one problem after another. 

The Welfare Director's job and the town's responsibility, is to provide 
assistance to people in need while holding down the cost to the tax payer. To 
that end | have struggled to obtain funds from trust funds, private donations, 
grants and have negotiated lower rents. The Town has established work-fare 
program, where a person receiving aid may be required to perform work to pay 
their debt to the town. However as more people lose their jobs or fall behind in 
their debts there is a greater need for town aid. Helping people truly in need is our 
goal, and is the law. 

| have established a G.E.D. program for people on welfare without a high 
school diploma, which has been very successful. It is funded through private 
donations and costs the students and the tax payers nothing. When the job 
market starts to re-open some of these people will have a better chance to a job. 
We need more local employment. We should all support each other in this and 
give a job to a local person when we have a choice. It helps us all. A person has a 
right to earn a living and almost everyone would rather work than be supported.

Annual Report for 1991 


The year 1991 was an indisputable success! Thanks to all of the volunteers; 
staff members, full time and seasonal; to all of the program participants; to all of 
the supporting community organizations; and thanks to the Town Departments 
who assisted the Wolfeboro Department of Parks and Recreation. 

Wolfeboro Parks and Recreation takes great pride in our programs and 
facilities and we appreciate the overwhelming support that we enjoy throughout 
the seasons. We recognize the increasing importance of providing recreational 
alternatives within the community, an importance which is emphasized during 
times of economic difficulty. We are continually challenging ourselves to find 
leisure time needs within the community and to meet them to the best of our 
ability. The Town of Wolfeboro is well represented on the State level through the 
Recreation Directors involvement on the New Hampshire Recreation and Parks 
Association Executive Board, the State Youth Track and Field Committee, and 
participation in State wide workshops. On a County Level, area Recreation 
Directors cooperate to provide various opportunities for youth groups to interact 
through special events and youth tournaments. These opportunities provide a 
backdrop for socialization and experiences with surrounding communities and 
professional training and enrichment for the benefit of the Town Department. 

Teen Events sponsored by the Wolfeboro Department of Parks and 
Recreation include a "Kingswood Night" at the Abenaki Ski Area and the Pop 
Whalen Arena; Friday evenings with reserved skating for Middle School and High 
School students on a monthly basis; "Teen Dances" on Saturday evenings 
throughout the summer months (in cooperation with the Wolfeboro Area Family 
YMCA); "Spring Fling" which is held at the Foss Field Recreation Complex and 
offers live music, a cook out, volleyball, softball, and basketball. We have 
consciously attempted to increase the recreational menu which we offer to our 
teenaged citizens such as basketball and soccer programs in the summer and a 
hiking program in the spring. The Department is challenged by low attendance at 
these events and is open to suggestions for alternatives and improvements to 
these programs. We are planning after school volleyball and summer sand 
volleyball programs for 1992. 

Adult Programs sponsored by the Wolfeboro Department of Parks and 
Recreation include: Coed Adult Volleyball and Softball, an Adult Skating Night, 
Adult Tennis Lessons, Adult Skating Lessons, Adult Twilight Tennis, a 
Recreational Adult Hockey League, and a Seniors Tennis and Horseshoe 
Tournament. See our Spring/Summer Brochure for Horseshoe events and the 
addition of a sand volleyball court. 

r continue to enjoy increasing enrollment and popularity. Our 
Youth Cheerleading program is well into its 3rd year and with the incredible 
dedication of Marie Frank has grown into a 7 month program. Wolfeboro sent two 
members of the Track and Field team to the Hershey Foods National Track Meet 
held in Pennsylvania; Heather Sands made her 4th appearance at the Nationals 
and was the torch bearer at the opening ceremonies. Sands and Joseph Mathes 
competed in the Standing Long Jump. In an effort to meet community needs and 
increasing popularity, the Summer Activity Program was expanded this year into 
two sessions. The morning session was specifically tailored for 6-8 year olds and 
the afternoon sessions for 9-14 year olds. This program consists of special 
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events, arts & crafts, games, guest speakers, and field trips. See the chart 
which follows for additional programs available on an annual basis. 

Family Programs include family skating nights at the Pop Whalen Arena, the 
American Legion Skating Party, and planned family hikes. 

Special Events brought to the Town of Wolfeboro by the Recreation 
Department include the Granite Man Triathlon which attracts competitors from 
throughout New England and several competitors from throughout the nation. In 
addition, a free rowing clinic is offered during the summer at the Allen A Beach. 
Rowing Sculls are available for test drives and instruction is available on rowing 
techniques. Tennis Tournaments are also available during the summer months; 
watch for our tennis brochure, local media or check at the tennis hut for more 
information. The Winter Festival is held during the February Vacation week and 
includes snow related activities, as well as, skating events. The Abenaki Winter 
Triathlon offers competitive and noncompetitive fun for individuals, teams of 
friends and families.

All books were identified with barcodes in preparation for automating the 
circulation system and barcodes for library cards are also now available for all 
| active library users. This was accomplished by staff and the help of many 
| dedicated volunteers throughout the year. 

Computers are in place (as of December) to check books in and out of the 
library and the system is on line. The librarians can now tell at a glance if a book 
| is available, on reserve, or overdue. 

Phase Ill, accessing the card catalogues by computer, is the next goal in 
computerization. 

The library received $2,100 from the sale of books donated by the estate of 
William Head which will be used to update reference resources. 

A microfilm-microfiche reader/printer and a subscription to Infotrak, a 
computerized magazine index on CD ROM was purchased with funds from the 
Paine sisters' bequest.

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Automating the library circulation functions finally became a reality in mid- 
December after nearly two years of preparatory work. Although not all the books © 


in the library are barcoded or entered into the computer, by year's end our 
computer registered 31,229 materials and 3,354 active borrowers. Our 
volunteers contributed over 953 hours during the year to help with this project. 

Although a great deal of staff time was devoted to the computerization 
project, the library offered 124 programs with a total attendance of 1,735. The 
meeting room was used 253 times by library, town of Wolfeboro, and community 
groups. 

The New Hampshire Humanities Council grants provided a four-part 
reading/discussion series entitled "A Natural Wilderness: American Nature 
Writers" and a lecture during the summer on "The Dead Sea Scrolls" which was 
held in conjunction with an exhibit on the history of the alphabet. 

Grants received from the New Hampshire State Council on the Arts made 
possible a workshop for pre-schoolers by Kitchensink Mime as part of the Rural 
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Arts Programs and a program for adults by the New Hampshire Theatre Project 
entitled "Womenswerk.” Matching funds for these programs came from Friends of 
the Library, the Cate Lecture Fund, Governor Wentworth Arts Council, and the 
library's program budget. 

Other programs held at the library originated with the New Hampshire 
Cooperative Extension Service ("Making the Most of Me" for young adults, a four- 
part babysitting course for 6-8 graders, “Eating Right with Less Fat and 
Cholesterol,” and a five-part series entitled "Taking Charge of Your Finances") 
and the School for Lifelong Learning ("Resume Writing Workshop"). 

A grant was received again from Bowers and Merena to sponsor the popular 

comedy film series. This was the third time for this popular program, introduced 
by Dave Bowers whose company made all the arrangements for the films as well 
as prepared posters, programs and tickets. The movies featured Harold Lloyd 
and Laurel and Hardy among others. 
) Programs sponsored by the Library and the Friends of the Library included 
the following topics: Reunification of Germany, interior design, loons, White 
Mountain art and artists, New Hampshire history, retirement and estate planning 
as well as travel films, movies for children every Friday during the summer and 
preschool story time for children twice a week. The library also invited classes 
from Carpenter School and groups from the Wolfeboro Area Children's Center for 
orientation and stories. 

Special children's programs included a presentation by storyteller Papa Joe 
in February, made possible by a grant from the New Hampshire Charitable Fund. 
Larry Frates entertained children at the Summer Reading Party. The Summer 
Reading Game enrolled 117 children, 75 of whom completed their contracts and 
received reading prizes. Friends of the Library sponsored this program. 

Fund raising by the Friends of the Library through dues, contributions, a 
paperback book sale, the annual book sale in June, and the 8th annual Book and 
Author Luncheon enabled them to donate updates to the New Hampshire 
REVISED STATUTES ANNOTATED (New Hampshire laws), Enchantment of the 
World series of books on countries for children, and purchase a state-of-the-art 
video projection system purchased from and installed by Paul Hatch of Sound 
Spectrum, as well as the above mentioned summer reading program and Rural Art 
program. Volunteers from the Friends helped with our survey in the fall as well as 
our barcoding project throughout the year. Special thanks go to Kay LaGuardia 
for hours spent on the telephone rounding up volunteers. 

This year a long-range planning committee consisting of representatives 
from the staff, trustees, Friends of the Library, interested citizens and the Town 
Planner was organized in July. The goals of this committee are to evaluate the 
library's collections and services, evaluate and/or revise the mission statement 
of the library, establish service priorities for the library, and establish goals and 
objectives for the next five years. 

The library continues to offer library service to shut-ins and continues its 
tape duplication of the GRANITE STATE NEWS which is then sent to visually 
handicapped persons. Volunteers Nathalie Erickson who reads the newspaper 
and John Magee who duplicates the tape make this service possible. 

Our small but energetic staff continues to offer excellent service to our 
community. We were sorry to see Mary Davis retire in July after nearly 30 years 
of dedicated part-time service. Our full-time staff consists of the library director, 
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Melinda Baxter, our children's librarian and assistant director, and Marilyn — 
McBride who has become our computer expert. Our part-time staff consists of 
library assistants Karen Bishop and Jane Carville. In addition we have a library 
aide position. All of us are eager to serve you in these difficult economic times 
and hope that you will take advantage of all the opportunities available to you at 
your Wolfeboro Public Library.

The Society has endeavored to become more visible in 1991 and we feel that 
much progress has been made in this direction. We, along with individuals are the 
collectors and caretakers of Wolfeboro's history, so we must be actively working 
toward these goals so that our heritage will not be lost. 

The Society, along with the town, was much saddened by the death of John 
McDermott last spring. His wit, humor and guidence is greatly missed. The 
Society planted a tree, on the grounds, in his memory and plans for a plaque are 
underway. 

In June the Society hosted the NH Association of Historical Societies, 
meeting at the Pleasant Valley Schoolhouse. About 50 members of societies 
from all over New Hampshire arrived at 9:00 a.m.

The Conservation Commission commitment to environmental issues 
continued through 1991. 

The Commission sponsored a program on the preservation of deeryards at 
the library in conjunction with the University of New Hampshire Extention 
Service. The landowners at the well attended meeting, took part in the 
discussions relating to deer migration, the location of deeryards and food 
sources, and enjoyed the slide/tape presentation. 

This year, members of the Commission discovered a great blue heron 
rookery on the North side of Wolfeboro. It is important for the public to know, that 
parent birds sitting on nests in the month of May can be easily spooked and will 
abandon their nests if disturbed. June is the "safe" month for viewing the nests 
and chicks. There were approximately 18 chicks in these nests. Audubon 
photographed the nests which were built on top of old snags and conducted the 
count of the chicks in conjunction with members of the Conservation 
Commission. 

The visitors to Ellie's Woodland Walk enjoyed a brochure that was made 
available at various places within the town by the Commission. A map within the 
folder highlighted the points of interest and emphasized the use of the senses 
while enjoying the unique opportunity offered by this undisturbed marshland. 
Viewers were able to relate the numbers in the brochure to the numbers in the 
field along the walk explaining what one might be looking for. The Commission 
had 500 brochures printed, and the success led to a reprint to be distributed for 
the balance on the Summer and early Fall season. The Commission thanks 
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Debbie Kissell for her technical help in the preparation of this brochure. The 
Commission also thanks Bruce MacBrien for his donation toward brush cutting at 
the marsh. 

This year, the Conservation Commission was the recipient of the 
"Cooperator of the Year Award” from the Carroll County Conservation District. 
The chairman accepted the award for the Commission at the annual district 
meeting. 

The Commission also accepted a second award for the town having the 
"Oldest Tree Farm in the County." The award was presented by Peter Pohl of the 
University of New Hampshire Extension Service at a ceremony at the True Farm 
in Holderness. Landowners were treated to field classes in tree management and 
farming, and several displays of cost effective equipment and how it works. 

Sound forest management continues to be a goal of the Conservation 
Commission. The Commission has worked on plans for various town forested lots 
to be thinned, and/or timbered. Some of this work will commence during the winter 
season and continue into next year. ; 

Your Conservation Commission also took part in the surveying of town 
owned properties. Moneys from the Conservation Fund were expended for 
surveys of the Trask Mt. lot, the Town House lot, and the Sherburn lot. 

This year, the Conservation Commission submitted to the town manager, a 
list of town owned properties which it recommended for sale. The Commission 
also recommended that abutters be notified of the upcoming sale. The 
Commission is happy to report the sales and notifications were a success. 

Each year, members of the Commission are encouraged to attend seminars, 
classes, and field trips in environmental subjects. New members attended 
classes sponsored by the New Hampshire Association of Conservation 
Commission, while some members attended classes at Tufts University. Other 
members attended a seminar and field trip on the Method for On ay 
Evaluation of Nontidal Wetlands in New Hampshire. 


The Conservation Commission wishes to thank our longtime neInbe Fred 
Bierweiler for the many years of volunteer service that he has donated to the 
Wolfeboro Conservation Commission. Fred was also a past chairman, as well as 
being a charter member. He is very much missed for the wealth of information he 
so generously shared with us. 

A note of thanks also to past member, Arthur Chamberlin. Arthur worked for 
the town many years and often helped to pinpoint locations during field 
inspections. 

This year, the Conservation Commission field inspected approximately 75 
Wetlands Board applications. The Commission continues to work toward the 
protection of Wolfeboro's wetlands by responding to citizen participation. 

My report would hardly be complete without thanking each member of the 
Conservation Commission for their loyalty and support through a very busy year. 
It has made this chairman’ work both easier and rewarding for a most challenging 
year.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended December 
31, 1990 as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the 
responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of 
material misstatement. An audit includes examining on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit 
also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant 
estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial 
statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 
for our opinion. 

The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include 
the general fixed assets account group, which should be included to conform 
with generally accepted accounting principles. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed asset account group is not known. 

As more fully described is Note 11 to the financial statements, certain fixed 
assets acquired by the enterprise fund (water/sewer department) with federal 
grants and long-term debt proceeds have not been recorded. In our opinion, 
generally accepted accounting principles require that such fixed assets be 
capitalized, with depreciation recognized thereon and that the bonds payable be 
recorded as a liability of the enterprise fund. 

As described more fully in Note 1 to the financial statements, the Town does 
not accrue the current portion of accumulated sick and vacation pay in the 
general fund in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. The 
effect on the combined financial statements of this departure from generally 
accepted accounting principles cannot be determined. 

In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the 
omission described in the third paragraph and except for the departure from 
generally accepted accounting principles as described in the fifth paragraph and 
except for the balance sheet and the statements of revenues, expenses and 
changes in retained earnings and cash flows of the enterprise fund (water/sewer 
department) which, because of the effects of the matter discussed in the fourth 
paragraph, are not presented in accordance with generally accepted accounting 
principles, the combined financial statements referred to above present fairly in 
all material respects, the financial position of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire, as of December 31, 1990 and the results of its operations and the 
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cash flows of its proprietary fund types for the year then ended in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the combined 
financial statements taken as a whole. The accompanying combining and 
individual fund financial statements listed as supporting schedules in the table of 
contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required 
part of the combined financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire. The information has been subjected to the procedures applied in the 
audit of the combined financial statements and in our opinion, is fairly stated in all 


material respects in relation to the combined financial statements taken as a 
whole.

The 
memorandum that accompanies this letter summarizes our comments and 
suggestions regarding those matters. This letter does not affect our report dated 
February 18, 1991 on the financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New 
Hampshire. 

We will review the status of these comments during our next audit 
engagement. We have already discussed many of these comments and 
suggestions with various Town personnel and we will be pleased to discuss them 
in further detail at your convenience, to perform any additional study of these 
matters or to assist you in implementing the recommendations.

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PURCHASING AND RECEIVING 


1. Purchase Order System - The Town does not currently have a formal policy of 
using purchase orders for purchases in excess of a specified dollar value. As a 
result, it is impossible for a department of the Town to purchase equipment 
without prior approval or Knowledge of the Town management. 


Recommendation - The Town should adopt a policy of requiring purchase orders 
in excess of a set dollar amount. An individual other than someone associated 
with the accounting or receiving function should be responsible for approving 
purchase orders. 


Management's Comments - Management is planning to implement a purchase 
order system July 1991. 


ACCOUNTS PAYABLE 


1. Year End Accruals - The Town currently keeps some of its books open beyond 
year end to make cash disbursements for any prior year invoices. Invoices paid 
in 1991 that were 1990 accounts payable were not posted as account payable in 
1990. 


ion - The Town should close its books at year end (December 
31st). Any additional receipts or invoices should be recorded as accounts 
receivable or accounts payable at year end. 


Management's Comments - Management will implement this system in 1991. 
OTHER ITEMS 


1. Yield Tax Account - The yield tax account is not included in the Treasurer's 
report. 


Recommendation - The Treasurer should have custody of the yield tax account 
and should include the account in his report. In addition, the Selectmen and Town 
Manager should review this account and refund any amounts that they can 
identify. Any remaining monies should be closed into the General Fund checking 
account. 


Management's Comments - Management will review this matter and close this 
account. 


2, Electric Department Inventory - The inventory worksheets were not completely 
priced or extended properly. The inventory was not adjusted at year end. 


Recommendation - The electric department inventory should be reviewed for all 
pricing and extension. The inventory should be adjusted at year end. 


Management's Comments - Management will review and plans to implement this 
in 1991. 
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3. Chart of Accounts - Numerous accounts have been added to the Chart of 
Accounts over the years. A number of the accounts were for a single purpose 
and are not utilized presently. In addition, a number of accounts including cash, 
tax receivables, etc., require the combining of several accounts to arrive at the 
net balance. 


Recommendation - We recommend the Town review the chart of accounts and 
eliminate any unnecessary accounts. We recommend the Town review the report 
formats and to rework either the account structure or the report formats so the 
net account for cash, taxes receivable, etc., appear on the balance sheet. 


Management's Comments - Management will review. 


it - The Town has a large number of cash accounts that are uninsured 
and/or uncollateralized. 


Recommendation - The Town's deposits are insured as follows: $100,000 for all 
demand deposits in aggregate in the Town's name and $100,000 for all saving 
deposits in aggregate in the Town's name. The Town should explore 
collateralization or repurchase agreements to protect the Town's deposits. 


Management's Comments - Management is in the process of implementing.
